cisco today to give his blessing to U. S. Senator William Gibbs McAdoo in Cal- | 


ifornia’s bitter primary campaign. 


Flowers, flags, crowds and cheers were all blended with the music as the; 
presidential special arrived at Crockett, across the bay from San Francisco. | 


After a welcome ceremony headed by <> 


Senator McAdoo, Governor Merriam 
and scores of other notables, the Pres- 
ident left Crockett by automobile for 
a visit to Mare Island before proceed- 
ing to San Francisco via San Rafael 
and the Golden Gate Bridge. 


Secret service men smashed plates 
and camera of a cameraman who dis- 
obeyed instructions not to photograph 
the President until he was in his of- 
ficial automobile. 

When the President appeared, a tre- 
mendous cheer went up from the 
crowd. The band struck up the nation- 
al anthem. The President stood at at- 
tention and the crowd was quiet during 
the playing. As soon as the band ceas- 
ed, however, another prolonged cheer 
—five to 10 minutes—was raised. 


President Roosevelt smiled, waved his 
hat. He appeared happy. 

Because Crockett has no mayor—the 
town is without a charter—postmaster 


Patrick D. Lucy, Jr. was the commun- 
ity’s official greeter. 

The president’s itinerary took him 
first to Vallejo for a 20-minute inspec- 
tion of Mare Island navy yard. Rear 
Admiral David Worth Bagley, com- 
mander of the yard, welcomed Mr. 
Roosevelt as 7000 enlisted men stood 
at attention. : 

From Mare Island the motorcade 
proceeded over the Sears Point toll 
road, past Ignacio, past Hamilton Field. 
thence to San Rafael and on to San 
Francisco. 

At San Rafael the itinerary took the 
motorcade off the highway for a drive 
past Dominican Convent where the stu- 
dents were out en masse to see the 
president. The route then passed the 
Marin County courthouse where thou- 
sands, including more school children, 
paid tribute with bunting, bands and 
flowers. 

The presidential party was granted 
the privilege of crossing the Golden 
Gate bridge toll free. At both ends of 
the bridge troops of the sixth coast 
artillery stood at attention. At the 
San Francisco end of the bridge the 
Presidio’s 30th infantry was lined up 
for review. 

The Presidio’s guns roared out the 
first 21 gun salute of the day full of 
presidential gun salutes. Daylight fire- 
works were set off along San Fran- 
cisco’s Marina District as the party pro- 
ceeded along Marina Boulevard toward 
the downtown district. 

From Civic Center the president’s 
schedule took him to Treasure Island, 
site of the Golden Gate International 
Exposition, in San Francisco Bay where 
he was guest of honor and_ principal 
speaker at a luncheon attended by 1000 
persons. 

The schedule called for Mr. Roosevelt 
to review a mighty formation of war- 
ships anchored in the Bays’ man o’war 
row. He was to leave the city tonight 
for Yosemite and Southern California. 
It was the president’s fourth visit to 
San Francisco. He was here first in 
1914 when he was assistant secretary of 
the navy. He came again as a delegate 
to the Democratic national convention 
in 1920, when he was his party’s choice 
for vice president, and again ‘When he 
was a candidate for. president.

Of Charges In Report By 
Federal Trade Commission

| keting method by the Federal 
Commission after 
year investigation of all phases of ag- 
ricultural marketing. 


The Federal Trade Commission's re- 
port, released officially, but not public- 
ly printed, was released here today by 
Henry D. Greene, special represntative 
of the American Fruit and Produce 
Auction Association, Inc. 


The report detailed that the “mos! 
serious charge against the auction com- 
panies was that the buyers. through 
agreement or collusion among them- 
selves, can gain control of prices to be 
paid growers”. 

“No proof was found of any conspir- 
acy to pay an agreed price for any 
commodity” the commission’s report 
stated. The auction markets’ sole pur- 
pose is to sell fruit for growers and 
shippers at the highest prices afforded 
through supply and demand the 
largest population centers.

AT NEW YORK 


Millionaire Pilot, Crew Of { 
Home Again After 3 Days, 19 
Hours, 14 Minutes 


FLOYD BENNETT FIELD, New 
York, ‘(P'— Howard Hughes and _ his 
four companions, streaking for home 
on a tail-wind from Minneapolis, set 
their world-circling monoplane down 
at 2:34.10 p. m. (EDT) this afternoon 
to establish a new record of three days, 
nineteen hours, fourteen minutes and 
ten seconds for an around the world 
flight. 

Their record was less than half that 
Of the late Wiley Post who flew alone 
in 1933 around the world in an elapsed 
time of seven days, eighteen hours, 
forty-nine minutes and thirty seconds. 


A crowd of 30,000 was on hand to 
welcome the quintet, who had flown a 
perfect flight, a faultless flight since 
they pointed the nose of their ship to- 
ward Paris on their takeoff last Sun- 
day evening. 

The fliers had left Floyd Bennett 
Airport at 7:20 p. m. EDT Sunday. 
Since then, as they headed eastward 
from Minneapolis, they had been gone 
from: New York 86 hours, 51 minutes. 

They had halted briefly at Paris; 
Moscow, Omsk and Yakutsk, Siberia; 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and Minneapolis.

them, they began to conduct known

| town. 

Sheriff Olin S. Johnson, who helped 
| escort the CIO refugees from town, 
said he was not ordering them away, 
but merely getting them out for their 
“protection.”

1940 OLYMPICS MAY BE 
‘ABANDONED; JAPAN TO 
CANCEL PLANS 


TOKYO, (U—Japan, embroiled in a 
costly war with China, virtually aban- 
doned today the 1940 Olympic games 
scheduled to be held in Tokyo. 

Koichi, minister of welfare, announc- 
ed that his department wished to can- 
cel the games.
